PSALM  92  -  TOV  L'HODOS 

A  Song  lor  the  Sabbath 
by  Franz  Schubert 

The  first  to  introduce  order  and  dignity  into 
the  Synagogue  service  was  Salomon  Salzer 
(1804-1890),  renowned  Cantor-Composer  of 
Vienna.  It  was  he  who  promulgated  that  "... 
the  old  tunes  and  singing  modes  which  be¬ 
came  national  should  be  improved,  selected, 
and  adjusted  to  the  rules  of  art.  But  also  new 
musical  creations  should  not  be  avoided."  To 
accomplish  this  ideal  he  invited  the  great  mu¬ 
sical  genii  of  his  day  to  make  their  contribu¬ 
tions  to  Synagogue  music.  One  of  these  com¬ 
posers,  Franz  Schubert  (1797-1828),  contribu¬ 
ted  one  number,  Psalm  92.  Although  a  Chris¬ 
tian,  it  is  interesting  to  note  how  Schubert's 
creative  imagination  was  fired  by  the  text 
and  how  his  attendance  at  Synagogue  wor¬ 
ship  guided  his  masterful  genius  to  maintain 
the  Sabbath  MODE. 

The  opening  selection  of  our  services,  Psalm 
92,  by  Franz  Schubert  will  be  sung  by  Cantor 

Putterman  and  choir  on  Friday  evening,  No¬ 
vember  10th,  for  the  second  time  this  season.
